The Testing Ground 


Is A GLOOMY INTERPRETA- 
© tidn’of the recent statement of 
Red China’s defence minister, Mar- 
shal Lin Piao, that Peking will do 
everything possible to discourage a 


negotiated settlement in Viet Nam. 


Yet there is no alternative to this 
conelusion;-the official Chinese dec- 
laration is clear on the point, as Mr. 
Lippmann's article on this page last 
Saturday observed. 

At the moment, of course, China’s 
struggle with the United States is 


-——-being fought by proxy — it is Viet 


Cong and Vietnamese lives that are 
being, used to- fight the Americans. 
Peking’s hope is that the Viet Nam 
situation will settle down into an 
endless drain of American money 
and lives—a situation which resulted 
in defeat and great cost for F ‘rance 
in Indo-China. 

But the Viet Nam struggle is 
only one facet of Marshal Lin’s pub- 
licized writings. The main theme is 
that_the Communist revolution of 
the future will nat be through the 
rebellion of ufbanizéd workers—the 
traditional dream of Leninists—but 
by means of peasant uprisings. It is 
this sort of Struggle that would es- 
tablish Red China as the Communist 


leader of the w orld, rather than Rus- 
sia. And equally obviously, it will 
require a well defined victory by the 
Viet Cong forces in Viet Nam to 
provide the proof of Peking’s. 
theorem. 

This, in Peking’s thinking, would 
show the world that an “imperial- 
ist”, highly industrialized nation can 
be defeated by masses of relatively 
unarmed rural people—a welcome 
theory for a country which contains 
about a quarter of the earth’s popu- 
lation in a largely underdeveloped 
state: 

Against such a background the 
war in Viet Nam takes on much 
wider implications. If this is a test- 
ing ground of democracy versus 
Communism, of Russia’s new policy 
of non-military competition with the 
West versus Red China's philosophy 
of mass force—then it becomes also 
a ground for the determination of 
who will dominate Asia, Peking is 
playing for the big stakes; and the 
United States, if there is to be an 
end to the struggle at all, must de- 
vise a-settlement directly with Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong against all the 
pressures ‘Peking will bring on its 
not-too-willing allies. 


Who Is Poor and Why? 


CCORDING TO A DISPATCH 
from Ottawa the government's 
“war on poverty” -under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Tom Kent is off to a 
hopeful start. 

We say hopeful because the first 
element in the program, apparently, 
is not to start out with lashings of 
public funds to_all and sundry who 
put in a claim to bé poverty-stricken. 
Instead, Mr. Kent has begun with 
the philosophical attitude that in a 
country as rich + Canada _ there 
should be no poveilty and where it 
does exist a prime cause -must be 
wasted potential.

It is 
also madness for Canadians to engage 
in a mean little war. of - pin-pricking 
sermons, harassment and pious contempt 
with the neighbor who alone defends 
them. Yet we shall doubtless hear much 
more of this native Canadian madness 
as the election gets rolling and the 
orators prefer the easy votes of prejudice 
to the disagreeable facts of life.

- By last year the People’s Communes

The seemingly bland, patient and 
eompliant Chinese has a genius for

The finished thing may 
may not be magnificent; but 
while Venice is declining, into 
the lagoon and in-other ways 
as well, it has an off-hinge 
utopian air.

May Cause Big Clash 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A Montreal Jaw professor today 
predicted a possible Soviet-American conflict over a landing 
site on the moon. 

The professor, Ivan A. Vlasic of McGill University, called 
for an agreement between the United States and the Soviet 
Union to prevent any. disputes over moon exploration. 

Viasic said in a paper submitted to a workshop at the con- 
ference of world peace through law that the “moon race"? may 
lead to a clash in space by 1970 between Russia and the United 
States. - 

The intense,technplogical competition and military rivalry 
between these two countries, compounded by profound 
ideological differences, providé a ready-made scene for con- 
flict unless reasonably clear policies are agreed upon prior 
to the first landing,” he said. - 

” * * 

Viasic said the relatively small size of the moon, its 
rugged terrain and 30,000 craters may trigger a dispute over 
the few available landing sites. 

The legal problems of space exploration and satellite com- 
munication were matters of keen interest at the conference, 
a gathering of 3,000 lawyers and jurists frofn 120 countries. 

The meeting is designed to promote greater world reliance 
on law-to settle disputes: 

John A.° Johnson, vice-president of the Communications 
Satellite Corp. (COMSAT), told the conference- Tuesday that 
earth-orbiting satellites may be able to carry intercontinental 
television broadeasts directly into the homes of viewers within 
a few years. 

This will pose “radically new problems of national or 
international control” of communications, he said.
